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Achiavel faith, in his Difcourfes 
¢ That never any Republick 

« good Order, confider’d the Faulrs 
© of their Citizens with their De- 
‘ ferts ; but having ordained Reward for good 
© Service, and Punifhment for ill, and rewarded 
¢ a Perfon when he had done well; if, after- 
‘ wards, he commit any Offence, they chaftife 
¢ him without any Regard to his former Merits. 
¢ And when thefe Orders are ftri@ly obferved, 
¢ a City contiaues long free, otherwife it would 
¢ foongo to Ruin. For if a Man grown into 
‘ great Reputation, for fome notable piece of 
* Service done to the State, fhould take upon 
‘ him the Confidence, that he could without 
‘danger of Punifhment commit any Offence, 
‘ in a fhort time he would become fo unreafon- 
‘ ably infolent, that the Civil State could no 

¢ no longer confift. 
Machiavel illuftrates this Obfervation with 
feveral Examples; among others, ‘ that of 
© Manlius Capitolimus, who feeking to get the 
* People.of his Faétion, was, without any re- 
* gard had of his good Deferts, thrown head- 
* Jong down from that Capitol which he, to his 
¢ great Renown, had formerly delivered.” There 
are feveral Things that may, nodoubt, deftroy 
the Merit of paft Services, and even take away 
Commiferation from the Perfon who hath per- 
formed them. Should a General win many Bat- 
tles, beat the Enemy fuccefsfully where-ever he 
met him ; yet perform this only to make his 
particular Advantage of the War, by impove- 
rifhing his Country, and thereby incapacita- 
ting them to prevent whatever Defigns he, in 
his Ambition, fhould form, tho’ it were that 
of overturning the Commonwealth, would he 
find any Perfon of Virtue to compaffionate him, 
when he were removed from his Authority and 
Pewer of doing Mifchief? tho’ they were re- 
fle&ting upon his good Aétions, they muft fay 
that were too Slender, too gentle a Punifhment, 
for the great Evils he had occafioned , the un- 
precedented Wants and Miferies he, in his Self- 
Intereft, had brought upon his Country. In 
like manner, to defcend from great to {mall 
Examples, If a Soldier that had behaved him- 
felf with diftinguifhing Bravery at Ramilles, 
fhould afterwards be taken breaking a Honfe, 
would not the Jury be obliged to find the Bur- 
glary? This may ferve in Anfwer to fome part 
ofthe following Lettet, which was fent me by 
the Poft, without a Name. 1 fuppofe the Whole 
to be Fatt, becaufe Ido not fee what end my
